Sir: 

In response to the Office Action [Restriction Requirement] mailed May 8, 2000, 
Applicants elect, for purposes of examination, Group II, Claims 26-37, directed to a 
method of treatment or prevention of a disease using an anti-CD23 monoclonal antibody. 
Also, Applicants elect a method of treating allergic disorder, and as the particular antibody, 
6G5. The restriction requirement is respectfully traversed in its entirety. Essentially, 
Applicants respectfully submit that the search required for Group II which is directed to a 
method for using antibodies containing human constant domains would naturally overlap 
with the search for Group I directed to such antibodies and pharmaceutical compositions 
comprising such antibody. 

Also, the restriction requirement is particularly traversed as it pertains to the 
election of species requirements set forth at Page 3 of the Office Action. Essentially, 
Applicants respectfully submit that the invention is generic in nature, and that there should 
be no need to restrict the claims to any particular anti-CD23 antibody. Indeed, in an earlier 
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parent application which now stands allowed, no such requirement was made. Also, 
Applicants respectfully submit that upon a determination that treatment of allergic disorders 
is not fairly suggested by the prior art, especially based on the unexpected results of the 
subject antibodies, that the search should be extended to the other treatment methods, i.e., 
autoimmune and inflammatory disease treatments. It is believed that this is in complete 
response to the outstanding restriction requirement.
